SCORE WILSON. 


Declare Tariff Injustice to 
Sheep Interests. 


Say They Must Compete with 
Half-Clad Savages. 


Speakers Favor Co-operation 
in Marketing Product.

SALT LAKE CITY, Jan. 15.-—-More 
scientifiC methods in wool growing 
and co-operative action in marketing 
their products, as well as in obtain- 
ing legislation favorable to the in- 
dustry, were advocated “by speakers 
at the first day’s session here of the 
fiftieth annual convention of the Na- 
tional - Wool Growers’ Association.

Government Wheeled Prison 
Here on First Run. 


Eleven Nationalitics Glower 
from Car Windows. 


This City Contributes Less 


Than Any One Other. 


Sad and vicious eyes of men and 

women of eleven nationalities looked 
from the windows with lowering 
malevolence ‘when a long, black train, 
dripping with the rain, glided under 
the shed at the Arcade Station yes- 
terday afternoon.

After Echlund had been corfVicted 
of burglary here and sentenced to 
three years in .prison the immigration 
bureau learned that he had served 
time for the same crime in hir native 
land. The prison sentence was sus- 
pended and he was ordered deported, 

One Aznive Hartaman, a Syrian 
woman who went on the streets with- 
in three years after she immigrated to 
this country, was brought to this city 
from Fresno and given a free berth 
in the prison car. 

WHOLESALE CLEANING. 

Arrangements were made for the 
prison car and its itinerary planned 
by Richard H. Taylor, a specia! officer 
of the immigration bureau, who has 
been on the Coast for several week» 
and is now in thie city. The innova- 
tion was started in an effort to de- 
crease the expense of transporting 
aliens across the country for depo.ta- 
tion. 

The traveling expenses of eocch of- 
ficer who has accompanied prisoners 
from Coast points to New York has 
averaged $210 for the round trip. 
Each party of prisoners requires twv 
or more attendants. 

The prison car will make trips 
monthly over the same route. From 
Los Angeles the car is routed by way 
of El Paso, Kansas City and Chicago 
tc New York.

City ‘Council Passes Three 
| Ordinances. 


Will Help the Long-Delayed 
Arcade Project. 


Opposition Is Swept Away by 
the Majority: 
’ The of three ordinances by 


the City Council yesterday marked 
furthes progress on the long-delayed 
Arcade Station project. The usual 
obstructions were thrown in the way, 
but a majority of the Council voted 
for the passage of the ordinances, and 
they are now in the hands of the 
Mayor. 

One of the ordinances provides fer 
the relocation of the Southern Pa- 
cific’s main line tracks on the westerly 


side of Alameda street, between Vin- 
cent and Third streets, so that they 
may go on to the company's private 
property at a proper curve. On this 
ordinance only Councilman Reed 
voted in the negative. 

ordinances granted 
franchises for existing spur tracks 
erossing Fourth street for the purpose 
of carrying trains to the station. On 
these re were two negative votes, 
those Of Reed and Bryant. 

Reed, who has been doing his ut- 
most to obstruct legisiation paving 
the way for the new station, took up 
his usual line of argument. He made 
various objections, but Councilman 
Conwell pointed out that all of these 
had been given due consideration 
while Reed was absent on sick leave. 

“I am opposed to the ordinances,” 
gald Reed, “for the reason that union 
terminal facilities have not been 

ven fair consideration. I also object 

ause these are twenty-one-year 
franchises, and the city would have 
roperty if they are re- 
leve that the Southern 
Pacific tracks on Alameda street must 
all come out very soon, and that they 
should be forced to use a municipal 
line on or along the Los Angeles River 


Conwell insisted that the legislation 
proposed was. thoroughly understood, 
‘wand declared: “What we are doing is 
the best for the greatest number of 
in Los Angeles.

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 
ACCEDES TO REQUESTS. 


Operations of Government Experts, 
Halted Recently, to Be Resumed 
in San Diego and Santa Barbara 
Forest Reserves for Purpose of 
Classifying Qualities of Land. 


Classification. of the land in the 
various forest reserves of California, ; 
with a view to segregating that por- 
tion most valuable for agricultural 
purposes, will be resumed today by 
the Agricultural Department. 

Classification was begun in the An- 
geles National Forest about a year 
ago, and completéd in what are 
known as the Tejunga and Cajon 
projects. The report, which has been 
in Washington for some time, is now 
being considered by the soil experts 
and the forest service, both connected 
with the Department of Agriculture. 
Approximately 250,000 acres of land 
was classified in the two projects, 

Recently-halted operations of ex- 
perts In the Cleveland (San Diego) 
and the Santa Barbara forest reserves 
are to be resumed. It was claimed 
that the work was too expensive for 
the results achieved, but arranged 
that rangers in the reserves here be 


furnished wi analyses of soil to 
‘show pro entrymen the -agri- 
cultura amue of the land. But as 


this h unsatisfactory, there ts 
te be a rn to the work of claasifi- 
cation b x government sofl experts, 
who w begin work today in the 
Cleveland “National Forest. 

The Santa Clara project in the Santa 
RParbara reserve and the Oak Grove 
project in the Cleveland reserve were 
cumpleted before the work was halted, 
but the balance of both reserves, and 
all of the Angeles reserve, with the 
exception of the Tejunga and Cajon 
projects, are yet to be classified. 

The report of the experts, as far as 
completed, has not been encouraging 
oo far as the discovery of any -con- 
iderable areas. of good agricultdral

In London the unrest among the postal 
employees, fanned by Fabian and syndical.

ficers off their beats. Then the city of 
London will be at the mercy of the crim- 
inal classes. Let the army also be brought 
under syndicalist dictation and the reign 
of terror in England will make the doings 
of the fighting factions in Mexico look like 
schoolboy frolics. 

In America we hardly appreciate the 
gathering power of British syndicalism 
working covertly under the cloaked disap- 
proval of a semi-Socialist government. Un- 
less the British people combine to down 
syndicalism, syndicalism will down the 
British people. A government that will re- 
lease a confessed anarchist like Jim Lar- 
kin, the turbulent agitator, to bold the So- 
cialist vote is setting an example to the 
police force and the soldier which, if fol 
lowed, must end in the destruction of all 
constituted authority. 

Such a display of the forces of dfixrup- 
ion in the largest city in the world will 
surely increase the genera! spirit of unrest 
that has sparked intermittently in the Unit- 
ed States, has lighted fires in Mexico and 
ig blazing into revolution in South Africa.

It is a fundamental principle of law that, 
while a legisiative body may exercise all 
the power to enact. laws with which it is 


vested by the Constitution, it may not dele- 


gate those powers to a musicipal legislative | 


body, or board, or mission, or individ- 
ual, The Legislature may make the passing 
of phony checks a felony, but {ft cannot 
omit to do so and empower the Supervisors 
of a county to do so. So in turn the Super- 
visors of a county may not delegate their 
legislative powers to any other body or in- 
dividual, and may not appoint or remove 
employees in defiance of the civil service 
law, and may not delegate the power of ap- 
pointment or removal to the people at large, 
nor change an appointive office into an 
elective one. 
County Counsel Hill, in the due and strict 
performance of his duty, comes into court 
with an action to determine the constitu. 
tionality of an act which provides for “‘sdb- 
stituting the judgment and discretion of the 
Board of Supervisors, the’ local legislative 
body, in the exercise of the circumscribed 
powers in place of the judgment and dis 


cretion of the State Legislature in provid. 


ing for the compensation and number of 
assistants, employees, deputies, etc., In the 
county.” 

If the courts shall sustain the contention 
of County Counsel Hill the clutch of Edwin 
Tobias Earl will be loosened from the con- 
trol of county patronage. His satellites may 
be compelled to earn a more or less honest

WO SYSTEMS OF 

The Board of Municipal Research of Phil- 
adelphia has presented a compilation of 
statistical information and the deductions 
to be drawn from the facts, which ought to 
be in the hands of every. voter in every 
municipality. It says: “In municipal man- 
agement, as in the movement of express 
trains, there are signals which enable the 
man at the throttle to see what ig ahead; 
to decide when to run full speed ahead, 
when to slow down, and when to stop—sig- 
nals that cannot be ignored without grave 
chances of disaster.” 

Disaster is commonly the result of a mis 
understanding of the meaning of terms. 
The true meaning of “municipal finance” is 
the systematic planning for and control over 
municipal revenues, expenses, investments, 
cash transactions and borrowing. The Too 


pious, indiscriminate, happy-go-lucky plan 


is to rob Peter today to pay Pau! tomorrow. 
It is to systematically put off the day of 
reckoning when the gap between revenues 
and experses must be bridged. 

The true meaning of “revenue” is income 
earned and the proceeds of bond sales, trust 
funds, etc. The Progressive meaning is 
whatever comes in; taxes, water revenues 
and borrowed money—to be used indiscrim 
inately for running expenses or for invest 
ment in permanent properties. 

The true meaning of “expense” is the cur 
rent cost of the operating activities of an 
enterprise, including the cost of upkeep and 
repairs. The Earl-Eddie meaning is a “gral- 
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patchwork classification and catch-all items. 
In Los Angeles it includes municipal news- 
papers and threatens to include municipal 
trolley-car lines, gas and 
electric plants, telegraph and telephone 
lines and possibly barber shops. 

_ The true meaning of the term “sinking 


| fund” is a municipal savings bank in which 


money is deposited at interest for the pay- 
ment of debt at maturity. It is a legitimate 
‘and convenient method of distributing the 
cost of permanent properties over a long 
period, which will share in the benefits of 
the investment. The Earl method is a bo 
gus magic system which will enable the 
city to eat its cake and keep it, too, atid 
to finance the construction of public build- 
ings and other permanent improvements 
with “the substance of things hoped for 
and the evidence of things unseen.” 

The Philadelphia Bureau of Municipal 

says that “No party platform can 

put an end to taxation. Taxes, direct or 
indirect, will always be as inevitable as 
death—unless séme magic be discovered 
that will enable a government, without bu- 
man services and material resources, to 
pave streets, build hospitals, maintain 
parks, light highways, conduct schools, con- 
struct sewers, put out fires, apprehend 
criminals, dispense justice, care for the sick 
and decrepit, and perform the hundreds of 
other functions that are demanded of it. 

“New activities involve higher cost—add- 
ed taxes—unless corresponding reductions 
can be made in the cost of the old activi- 
ties. Presumably a community adds new 
functions to its government because it be- 
lieves that the cost of these functions will 
be amply repaid in the form of better 
health, more or better education, more 
complete facilities for rocreation, greater 
safety to life and property, or improved op- 
portunities for commerce and industry.” 

From all the facts the following conclu- 
sions may be drawn: 


1. It is absolutely ruinous to increase 


the public debt without increasing at the 
same time the revenue with which to pay 
the interest and discharge the debt. 


2. Debt increase is justifiable only when 
it buys permanent properties and improve- 
ments; not when it buys perishable serv- 
ices and supplies. 

3. Provision should be made for the 
proper upkeep and replacement of proper- 
ties acquired through bond issues as well as 
for interest and sinking funds on the bonds 
themselves. 

Finally it will be for the Interest of Los 
Angeles to scrutinize closely any measure 
suggested and any men proposed for of- 
fice by Edwin T. Earl and his gang, and 
then oppose the measures and vote against 
the men.

The trial dragged along 
and spasmodic attempts were made from 
time to time to reach a conclusion of the 
case. It was not until Gilbert Chesterton 
was appointed chief justice and Bernard 
Shaw selected a# foreman of the jury that 
the mystery was cleared up and John Jas- 
per brought to tardy justice with a com- 
promise sentence of manslaughter. Now 
the tormented ghost of Dickens can rest in 
peace.

But it was found to be far from 
perfect, and so it was shortened into “Allo,”

It is a fundamental principle of law that, 
while a legislative body may exercise all 
the power to enact laws with which it ts 
vested by the Constitution, it may not dele- 
gate those powers to a municipal legislative 
body, or board, or commission, or individ- 
ual. The Legislature may make the passing 
of phony checks a felony, but [it cannot 
omit to do so and empower the Supervisors 
of a county to do so. So in turn the Super- 
visors of a county may not delegate their 
legislative powers to any other body or in- 
dividual, and may not appoint or remove 
employees in defiance of the civil service 
law, and may not delegate the power of ap 
pointment or removal to the people at large, 
nor change an appointive office Into an 
elective one. 

County Counsel Hill, in the due and strict 
performance of his duty, comes into court 
with an action to determine the constitu- 
tionality of an act which provides for “‘sub- 
stituting the judgment and discretion of the 
Board of Supervisors, the local legislative 
body, in the exercise of the circumscribed 
powers in place of the judgment and dis 


cretion of the State Legislature in provid. 


ing for the compensation and number of 
assistants, employees, deputies, etc., in the 
county.” 

If the courts shall sustain the contention 
of County Counsel Hill the clutch of Edwin 
Tobias Ear! will be loosened from the con- 
trol of county patronage.

WO SYSTEMS OF MUNICIPAL GOV- 
ERNMENT. 

The Board of Municipal Research of Phil- 
adelphia has presented a compilation of 
statistical information and the deductions 
to be drawn from the facts, which ought to 
be in the hands of every voter in every 
municipality. It says: “In municipal man- 
agement, as in the movement of express 
trains, there are signals which enable the 
man at the throttle to see what ig ahead; 
to decide when to run full speed ahead, 
when to slow down, and when to stop—sig- 
nals that cannot be ignored without grave 
chances of disaster.” 

Disaster is commonly the result of a mis- 
understanding of the meaning of terms. 
The true meaning of “municipal finance” is 
the systematic planning for and control over 
municipal revenues, expenses, investments, 
cash transactions and borrowing. The Too 
pious, indiscriminate, happy-go-lucky plan 
is to rob Peter today to pay Paul tomorrow. 
It is to systematically put off the day of 
reckoning when the gap between revenues 
and expenses must be bridged. 

The true meaning of “revenue” is income 
earned and the proceeds of bond sales, trust 
funds, etc. The Progressive meaning is 
whatever comes in; taxes, water revenhes 
and borrowed money—to be used indiscrim 
inately for running expenses or for invest 
ment in permanent properties. 

The true meaning of “expense” is the cur- 
rent cost of the operating activities of an 
enterprise, including the cost of upkeep and 
repairs. The Earl-Eddie meaning is a “gral- 


~~ 


the investment. The Earl method is a bo 
gus magic system which will enable the 
city to eat its cake and keep it, too, and 
to finance the construction of public build- 
ings and othtr permanent improvements 


with “the substance of things hoped for 
and the evidence of things unseen.” 

The Philadelphia Bureau of Municipal 

says that “No party platform can 

put an end to taxation. Taxes, direct or 
indirect, will always be as inevitable as 
death—unless some magic be discovered 
that will enable a government, without hu- 
man services and material resources, to 
pave streets, build hospitals, maintain 
parks, light highways, conduct schools, con- 
struct sewers, put out fires, apprehend 
criminals, dispense justice, care for the sick 
and decrépit, and perform the hundreds of 
other functions that are demanded of it. 

“New activities involve higher cost—add- 
ed taxes—unless corresponding reductions 
can be made in the cost of the old activi- 
ties. Presumably a community adds new 
functions to its government because it be- 
lieves that the cost of these functions will 
be amply repaid in the form of better 
health, more or better education, more 
complete facilities for rocreation, greater 
safety to life and property, or improved op- 
portunities for commerce and industry.” 

From all the facts the following conclu- 
sions may be drawn: 

1. It is absolutely ruinous to increase 


the public, debt without increasing at the 
| same time the revenue with which to pay 


| 


the interest and discharge the debt. 

2. Debt increase is justifiable only when 
it buys permanent properties and improve- 
ments; not when it buys perishable serv- 
ices and supplies. 

3. Provision should be made for the 
proper upkeep and replacement of proper- 
ties acquired through bond issues as well as 
for interest and sinking funds on the bonds 
themselves. 

Finally it will be for the interest of Los 
Angeles to scrutinize closely any measure 
suggested and any men proposed for of- 
fice by Edwin T. Earl and his gang, and 
then oppose the measures and vote against 
the men. 


FTER LONG YEARS. 

Charlies Dickens in his lifetime spent 
much brain matter and covered many reams 
of paper for the purpose of oiling up the 
wheels of justice. England today reaps the 
benefit of his efforts in a quicker adminis- 
tration of the laws. Yet Charles Dickens 
would be surprised to hear that he was re. 
sponsible for the longest delayed criminal 
trial on record. 

In the year 1868 Edwin Drood mysterious- 
ly disappeared, and John Jasper was ac- 
cused of murder. The trial dragged along 
and spasmodic attempts were made from 
time to time to reach a conclusion of the 
case. It was not until Gilbert Chesterton 
was appointed chief justice and Bernard 
Shaw selected as foreman of the jury that 
the mystery was cleared up and John Jas- 
per brought to tardy justice with a com- 
promise sentence of manslaughter. Now 
the tormented ghost of Dickens can rest in 
peace.

“Voila” on the Telephone. 

[New York Sun:]) Pending the introduc- 
tion of other telephone reforms, it is pro- 
posed to substitute for “Allo” the term 
“Voila.” 

The history of “Allo” is quite interesting. 
It is usually supposed to be a French ver- 
sion of “Hallo,” but like many other popu- 
lar etymologies, that is incorrect. When 
the first Bell telephone was introdyced into 
France in 1880 the postal authorities made 
a number of experiments regarding the 
most suitable phrase to use in making calls. 
At first the recognized formula was “Al- 
lens,” a colloquialism which when properly 
accentuated is equivalent to “Hurry up, 
there.” But it was found to be far from 
perfect, and so it was shortened into “Allo,” 
a term which spread to Belgium and other 
European countries, .

CHIEF WEIGHER ACCUSED. 


Western Fuel Company Motorman 
Says Many Carloads Never Reached 
the Scales. 

(BY A, P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 15.—The 
Western Fuel Company has rent car- 
loads of imported coai to its bunkers 
-without the weight being taken 
the assesement of customs dues; and 
the planking between the tracks and 
above the bunkers was removed 
enabling coal spilled from overloaded 
cars and the excess flow of coal from 
the hoppers to fall through and es- 
cape being weighed. Such was the 
testimony today ef Joseph Waterdoll, 
motorman for six years for the coal 
company. in the trial of eight in- 
Gicted officers, director# and em- 
ployees of the company in the United 
States District Court. 

Edward Meyer, chief weigher for 
the fuel company, and one of the 
eight defendants charged with de- 
frauding the government, instructed 
Waterdoll to run his trains to ths 
bunkers without weighing the coal, 
according to the witness. He said 
that the planking that had been used 
tc catch the overflow coal was torn 
up as’soon as the Western fuel Com- 
pany took over the Folsom-street 
bunkers, and that thereafter several! 
times a day the coal from the 
hoppers would fill the care, and con- 
t‘nuing to run, would pour ¢cown into 
the bunkers beneath, unweighed. 

That the buck of coal coming 
up from the holds of. vessels, which 
had been prepared for the scales, 
were fuller than those which were not 
weighed, was the testimony of John 
W. Smith and E. Eniow, customs 
agents who had observed the opera- 
tions of the Western Fuel Company. 
Smith said that it had been his ob- 
eervation that the buckets were fuller 
in the day time than after dark. 

Smith stood on the captain's bridge 
of the Pacific Mati liner Korea and 
watched the coaling of that vessel.

Unmasked Men Enter a Washing- 
ton State Institution at Granite 
Falls and Make Away with About 
$2000—Posse Unsuccessfully Pur- 
sues the Bandits Into Mountains.

Steamer to Cost About $800,000 
From Union Iron Works.

crew. The original plan was to put 
unemployed men at work at the rate 
of $1 a day, but the State Labor Bu- 
reau has called attention of the 
Council to the fact that this cannot 
he done légally. In order to exten® 
the benefits of this work.as much a@ 
possible, the weekly change of crews 
will be effected, provided the Civil 
Service Commission will exempt these 
men from its provisions. 


Griffith's Gift. 
The City Council yesterday referred 
to ite Public Welfare Committee the 
subject of appointing a commission to 
superintend the expenditure of $159.- 
000, which Col. Griffith J. Griffith will 
donate to the city for the purpose of 
constructing a Greek Theater and an 
observatory in Griffith Park. This 
was done after the Council had ‘for- 
mally accepted the offer of Col. Grif- 
fith and had extended a vote of thanks 
therefor.

It then developed that Con- 
ard had frankly admitted he had a 
sweetheart before he married. From 
this the story proceeded, showing that 
the wife had proposed, and not only 
had the mother-in-law, Alice Gray 
Marble, advanced $500 for the wed- 
ding expenses, but she had accom- 
panied her daughter and son-in-law 
on the honeymoon trip. 

M. R. Prebestal, a private detective, 
was employed by the wife and her 
mother, and he related conversations 
he had had with Conard in which 
the latter had said he married for 
love the first time and for money the 
second time. Neither marriage ap- 
parentiy had turned out happily. 

When the boy arrived—and he was 
very much In evidence at the trial— 
Mrs. Conard sent a postcard to Miss 
Leatha Davisson at Salinas, announc- 
ing the fact. In explanation, she said 
she wanted this young wom to 
know that she was writing to a mdr- 
ried man. The reply was the inter- 
cepted letter, and it was written to 
Conard in an indignant vein. 

Miss Davisson wanted to know why 
he had pot told her he was married 
long ago.

1S CONSTITUTIONAD. 
MECHANICS’ LIEN STATUTE. 


Inean exhaustive opinion yesterday 
Judge Myers upheld the constitution- 
ality of the mechanics’ lien statute of 
1911, In an action brought by the 
Roystone Company against Thomas 
Dariing, owner of the Darling apart- 
mente at Santa Monica: Contractor 
Thomas and the American Surety 
Company. 

The question to be determined was: 
Is it beyond the power of the Legia- 
luture to impose a liability beyond the 
contract price upon an owner or upon 
his land, who has on his part com- 
plied with all the terms of a valid con- 
tract? 

The courts continue to hold that 
the lien claimants are entitled to re- 
cover -te full value of their labor 
and materials, unlimited by the con- 
tract price. This indicates, in Judge 
Myerss opinion, that the Supreme 
Court has wholly abandoned the rule 
that where there is a valid contract 
between the owner and contractor, 
such contract is the measure of the 
owner's liability. It means, to his 
mind, that the power of the Legis- 
lature to impose direct liens in such 
cases can no longer be based on the 
contention that the contract is void 
and cannot theref serve as the 
measure of the owner's liability. 

The court concludes that the Legis- 
lature has the power under the Con- 
stitutfon to grant. direct liens to me- 
chanics and material men for the 
value of labor and materials furnished 
by them pursuant to a valid contract, 
without the limitation thereof to the 
unpaid contract price; that In the ex- 
ercise of this power it may grant to 
the owner the privilege of limiting 
his liability thereunder by furnishing 
a bond so conditioned as to provide a 
reasonahle security to the lien claim- 
ants In lMeu'of such liens; that a bond 
so given is based upon a valuable 
consideration, and is valid. 

Demurrers entered by the surety 
company were overruled, and non- 
suit and judgment denied. The re- 
covery under the liens are restricted 
to an aggregate amount equal to the 
balance due under the contract, and 
judgment given against the contractor 
and the surety company for the dif- 
ference remaining between that 
amount and the whole amount due 
the claimants. 
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ON FORGERY CHARGE. 
OLD OFFENDER FOUND GUILTY. 

Bruce Conger, who was paroled 
from Folsom penitentiary after con- 
vietion for forgery, was tried by a 
jury in Judge Willis’s court on a 
similar charge yesterday and found 
guilty. He will be sentenced tomor- 
row. 

Conger ts said by detectives to be 
an adept at victimizing banks and 
other institutions. In the presept 
case it is alleged he called up the 
clerks at the Southern Pacific ticket 
office at the Arcade station, repre- 
senting that he was an officer of the 
Citizens’ Trust and Savings Bank, 
and said that a Dr. RB. P. Conger 
woulds soon be at the station and 
asked that a check for about $150, 
which he would have with him, be 
cashed. 

Later Conger walked into the wait- 
ing-room and rushed up to the ticket 
window just as the train for New Or- 
leans was ready to pull out. The 
clerk, O. C. Metzger, cashed the check 
presented. and had to make it g00d 
later, although in a civil sult he re- 
covered part of the money found on 
Conger when the latter was su bse- 
quently arrested at Calexico, 

Conger on the stand said that 
when a child his head was injured 
and that since then he had been con- 
fined at times in various insane hos- 
pitals of the eountry. The defense 
was insanity. Deputy District Attor- 
ney Doran prosecuted the case.
